I hereby give notice on behalf of our company of our 
objection to construction of the above-mentioned project on 
the designated site.

The units which face that property have one very strong 
"selling feature” in that they are away from the highway, and 
from the time school is dismissed in the daytime, it is rela- 
tively quiet in that area. The houses themselves are mostly 
difficult to move in and out of, due to their location far 
from the street and the parking lots, and any prospective 
tenants who would be willing to put up with the inconvenience 
of such a difficult move would not likely appreciate doing so 
if the advantage of quiet and privacy were removed. 


We have already had negative results from City approved 
projects of this nature being built next to our units, and 
despite the builder‘s arguments that their project will 
enhance the area, it has proved to be a severe disadvantage. | 


Already a number of our long term tenants along that pro- 
perty have voiced their concern on this matter, and we have asked 
them to forward their objections to you. The tennis courts alone 
present problems in that members continually use our private 
parking lots coming to and from the courts, and often annoy our 
tenants by retrieving balls from their lawns and asking to use 


their private facilities. 
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A clubhouse on that site could only bring greatly increased 
activity and traffic to the spot. We feel that there are too 
few open spaces left in this area, which, when we built here, 
were numerous and we feel that the area cannot support any more 
areas Of increased activity. 


This particular part of our development houses 100 tenants 
in an already somewhat confined area. We feel that this area is 
already vastly overbuilt, with seemingly every available square 
foot of space being parcelled out, much of it very unwisely. It 
is our intention to try very hard to keep one more area of 
breathing space open in this matter.
